The government has filed its suits to

The bill of complaint charg- 


es there was a conspiracy between the 
lessees and the representatives of the gov- 
ernment, meaning Fall and possibly some 
other-officials, and that the leases are, 
therefore, fraudulent and illegal. These 
court actions show that the government's 
special counsel, after carefully going over 
the leases and the testimony surrounding 
their negotiation, confirm the view of the 
senate public lands committee and of the 
public that the leases are tainted with 
fraud, and that their execution was with- 
out authority of law. Irrespective of the 
legality of the transfer of the oil reserves 
from the navy to the interior department 
by executive decree, and of other techni- 
cal questions of law. we do not think the 
government will have any trouble in over- 
throwing the leases on the single ground 
of fraud, for fraud there unquestionably 


was. 


In the California suit the government 


charges bribery. This means that Doheny 
is accused of giving a bribe and Pall of 
accepting one. It follows that both should 
be arrested and subjected to criminal pro- 
secution. In tMs day of easy conscience 
it is plausible in the minds of our apolo- 
gists of questionable transactions to ex- 
plain the transfer of $100,000 in a satch- 
el from Doheny to Fall as constituting 
something other than bribery, a "loan" 
perhaps, a '' gift" possibly. But the plain 
truth is that it was a bribe and nothing 
else, and that if old-fashioned justice is 
done both of tfc.ese worthies will do time 
in prison. 
It appears that the govern- 


ment did not charge bribery in the case 
of Sinclair, although we see no distinc- 
tion. Mr. Fall got S25,000 in a similar 
manner from Sinclair. It is in the same 
category with the Doheny "loan." Sin- 
clair should be arrested and prosecuted 
for bribery along with Fall and Doheny. 
It is time we had some real justice in deal- 
inv with cases of this kind.

One of the most important internation- 


al loans ever made is that of J. P- Mor- 
o-an and company to the government of 
France, in the sum of §100,000.000. 
Its importance is not in its size, but in its 
significance. 
Great banking houses do 


not'advance credits of this magnitude 
without definite assurances of security, 
and this necessarily carries with it reason- 
able guarantees of the continued solvency 
of the government receiving the credit. 
The policies of France were steadily 
plunging her toward bankruptcy. The 
heavy decline of the franc invited the most 
disastrous consequences. Something had 
to be done to stay the drift toward finan- 
cial chaos, and that something meant ra- 
dical changes in national policies. 


It meant, first of all, the balancing of 


the budget, and that could be done only 
by restricting expenditures for military 
purposes, possibly temporarily for recon-v 


struction, and an abandonment of the ex- 
pensive Euhr occupation. Poincare's pur- 
pose of a few months ago to sustain the 
franc and meet the government deficit 
by increased taxation alone, and to per- 
sist in the program which has brought 
France to the verge of ruin, had to be es-

"gangave." 


This is a most destructive method 


of fishing since It for some months_ 
destroys the production of the sponge 
beds on which it is used. 


The method they follow is to lower 


a large net. On the bottom edge they 
fasten a heavy iron bar. The fishing 
so called, consists of dragging this 
iron bar like a harrow aloiig on the 
bottom of the sea. 


The bar shears off from the sea

policy. 
The third way is by using the regu- 


lar diver's dress such as we see in 
America. 
These African coast divers 


however, can only stay down a very 
few minutes at a time, because of the 
depth of water in which the sponges 
grow, whereas off of Florida, sponges 
are found m comparatively shallow 
water and the diver stays down from 
a half to two hours.. 


The fishermen are mostly Italians 


and Greeks with some Arabs.

which a naTted man takes a big stone 
m both hands and dries to the bot- 
tom. If he gets hold of a sponge he 
either caits or wrenches it off of the 
bottom and_comes up with it. These 
chaps learn to hold their breath from 
one to two minutes.

Here arc a few of the troubles that may devc.op 
if the cooling system is not thoroughly cleaned out at least once each 
wesson: 


The consumption of oil is greatly increased. 
Engine wii: lose power and pep. 
Carbon deposit in cylinder? becomes red hot. causing pre-ignition 


and knocking. 


If overheating is very bad. the excessive heat may cause cylinders, 


pistons and valves to warp. 


Spark PlutfS become incandescent, causing: pre-ignition and 'mis- 


firing, which :3 sometimes extremely difficult to locate. 


Pistons become so hot that the oil on UNDERSIDE as well as on 


top of piston burns and forms carbon. This carbon mixes_wnh 
lubricating oil in crankcase and destroys its value as a lubricant. 


Engine may stire up or cylinder wails may score. 
\"ow the above list of troubles is quite an imposing one, yet one 


or" all of them is liable to occur if your cooling system is nor in 
perfect order. 
Fortunately, how- 


ever, it is a very simple matter to 
protect yourself against these trou- 
bles, and put the rooling system in 
good condition. The first thing to 
do is to remove the scale and sedi- 
ment that has collected in the radi- 
ator and water jackets. The easiest 
way to do this is to drain the radi- 
ator to see how many gallons of 
water it holds, then add _a pound 
of common washing soda for every 
gallon of water. Whin putting the 
mixture into the radiator, be very- 
careful vou do not spill any of h 
on the paint work, or it will spoil the nnish. Do not completely fill 
the radiator, leave about half a gallon of water out. 


Run the car for about a day with 


this solution, then drain off. Now j 
remove the bottom water connec- 
tion and insert a hose in the filler 
cap, 
and let a good pressure of 


water run through the cooling sys- 
tem until the water comes out 
clean and clear. 


If it is possible to use rain 


water in the radiator, you will have 
no trouble with scale forming ia 
the cooling system. 
Rain water 


contains no lime, but the usual city 
•water supply always has a con- 
siderable quantity of it. 


Examine the bolts tfcit hold down the radiator, to see that tney 


are tight. If these become loose, the radiator starts to vibrate, and 
this may cause considerable damage.

Tho 
upkeep of some of tho captives Irom 
remote corners of tho globo is espec- 
ially high because of 
the> opicuiean 


tastes they bring from their native 
haunts. 


The board t>Ul for the- habitues of 


the Bronx zoo last year was $30.028.74, 
not including certain food commodi- 
ties grown on. the 
KOO farm in tho 


park. 
Menus for the inhabitants of 


tho Central Park zoo cost 
$12,260 


and the board bill of the denizens of 
the Aquarium totals $3,000 annually, , 
not including f-ea food pathored direct 
Xrom nearby waters for- 
the 
more 


finicky guests. 


Leading all other captives in the 


cost «of his board is the big African 
elephant In. tho 
Bronx 
7.00. 
His 


daily entrco of 200 poxmds of hay, 
with dessert of vegetables, fruit and 
bread, costs between $7 and $S daily. 
His fellow countryman, tho pigmy 
elephant, eats only half as much. 


These "heavy 
boarders" 
contrast 


sharply with the deer, which are fed 
on 50 cents a. day, or even less. But 
since there is a herd of ISO, their up- 
keep is far from a negligible item. 


The meat bills of each of the five 


lions in the Bronx zoo average about 
90 cents daily. The tigers eat about 
the same amount, while the leopards 
eat about one-third less. 
All these 


jungle beasts are now fed beef. They 
once were fed horse flesh, but this 
diet proved too rich for them. 


Of all (tho temperamental 
eaters, 


the big python, which measures 23 
feet, holds the record.

waters are scoured for sea lettuce, 
which is always swarming with min- 
ute shrimps, worms, tiny crabs and 
from tho tropics, but it would cost 
$ir> daily to feed sea liorso on these 
delicacies.
